They, fur a reason, known only to them, have taken a stubborn 
attitude and refused to keep the Museum open all day every day 
during the summer months. And they have taken this attitude 
despite the pleadings from the Chamber of Commerce that much 
state-wide publicity has been given and will be given to Hondo on 
the promise the Museum would remain open daily through Labor 
Day. 
In January of this year, 
I 
personally appeared before the 
Museum Board as President of the Hondo Chamber of Commerce 
and explained that if the Museum 
could remain open every day 
during the summer, we at the Chamber felt that we could get 
Hondo placed 
on the Hill Country 
Trail and in the TEXAS 
tourist book published by the Texas Highway Department. 
At that time, I read them a letter, approved by the Chamber 
Board, addressed to Frank Hildebrand, executive director of the 
Texas Tourist Development Agency 
It described the Museum as 
a bona-fide tourist attraction. 
I recommended to the Museum Board that they hire a student 
to keep the doors open so that people passing through Hondo 
could view 
our 
fine 
Museum.

disagreement and I was assured the Museum could be opened 
during the summer 
So we [the Chamber) went to work and wrote and talked and 
had other people talk [Bill Berger for one) <«* Hildebrand and 
Richard Pierce of the Highway Tourist Division and gave them 
our assurance the Museum would remain open from 9 to 5 every 
day through Labor Da\ -except Sunday's 1-5 
Hildebrand has 
assured us he feels we will qua)if\ for the next printing of the Hill 
Country Trail and Pierce or his department has already published 
this in their book solely on the assurance on the Museum being 
open.
